i  1.  The  Hymns  which  are  set  forth  by  authority,  and 
Anthems  in  the  words  of  Holy  Scriptnre,  are  allowed  to 
he  sung  in  ail  Congregations  of  this  Charch  bcffore  and 
after  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  and  also  before  and 
after  Sermons,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  by  standing  directions,  or  from  time  to 
time,  to  appoint  such  authorized  Hymns  or  Anthems  as 
are  to  be  sung. 

i  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this  Church, 
with  such  asaistanoe  as  ne  may  see  fit  to  employ  from  per- 
sons skilled  in  music,  to  give  order  concemmg  the  tunes 
to  be  sung  at  any  time  In  his  Church;  and  especially,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  suppress  all  light  and  unseemly  music, 
and  all  indecency  andirreverenoe  in  the  performanoe,  by 
which  vain  and  ungodly  persons  profane  the  service  of  the 
sanctuary.

IN  putting  forth  this  pointing  of  the  Canticles,  etc.. 
in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  General 
Convention,  the  Commission  would  call  attention  to  the 
great  importance  and  practical  usefulness  of  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  taken  from  the  preface  to  the  "Cathe- 
dral Psalter :  "— 

1.  The  words,  from  the  commencement  of  each  verse 
and  half-verse,  up  to  the  accented  syllable,  are  called 
the  Recitation. 

2.  On  reaching  the  accented  syllable,  and  beginning 
with  it,  the  music  of  the  chant  commences,  in  strict 
time  (a  tempo),  the  upright  strokes  corresponding  to  the 
bars.  The  Recitation  must  therefore  be  considered  as 
outside  the  chant ,  and  may  be  of  any  length.  The  note  on 
which  the  Recitation  is  made  is  called  the  Reclting-note. 

3.  If  there  is  no  syllable  after  that  which  is  accented, 
the  accented  syllable  must  be  held  for  one  whole  bar  or 
measure. 

4.  Ajtt  asterisk  (*)  is  a  direction  to  take  breath.  Other 
stops  (,  ;)  must  be  attended  to  as  in  good  reading.
